his fight today for dismissal of all 
charges in his malfeasance trial. 
Judge W. Russell Carr

charges but ordered the trial con- 
tinued on remaining accusations. 


Chief Defense Counsel Lemuel 


B. Schofield asked yesterday, in 
the form of a demurrer, that the 
whole case be thrown out of court. 
He contended that the state had 
failed to establish any evidence of 
guilt against the

Philadelphia, Nov. 17—(^)—Mrs. Housewif* «an count on~ a drop 
in food prices, but she shouldn't expect the cost of living to go down. 
A man who ought to know, Ewan Clague, commissioner of the 


Labor Department's Bureau of Labor Statistics, said the food price 
fall will be balanced by increases in items in heavy demand. 
Among these he listed rents, steel, automobiles and Marshall plan 


exports. 
Clague spoke yesterday at a conference arranged by the indus- 


trial council of the Chamber 
off 


Commerce. 
"At present," he told 250 busi- 
ness executives, 
"our 
consumer 
prices have reached a peak and 
farm prices are, if anything, com- 
ing down." 


"At the same time," Clague ad- 


ded, 
"there is a tremendous up- 
ward pressure starting in commo- 
dities where there still exists a 
heavy postwar demand." 


Clague figured that "the general 


economic outlook appears very 
favorable," adding that industrial 
employment is at an all-time high 
with 46,000,000 holding jobs, a gain 
of 3,000,000 since the end of the 
war. 


He warned, however, that short- 
ages in the supply of skilled labor 
'"- 1 very likely occur on a great- 
er scale than has been true" since 
the war years, and many employ- 
ers in some areas will find them- 
selves badly pinched for labor." 
Returning to the consumer de- 


mand for commodities, Clague pre- 
dicted that "some readjustments" 
will be made "in industries where 
production has caught up with de- 
mand and where some consumer 
resistance to high prices is evi- 
dent." 


"These include such lines," he 
said, "as textiles, clothing, shoes, 
radios, furniture, and some elec- 
trical appliances. Theae readjust- 
ments, however, c.re not likely to 
be sharp or to affect the g-eneraJ 
' economic outlook."

Effects of the shipping tieup in 
ports from Maine to Virginia were 
being felt in many segments of 
industry and business. Estimates 
of losses ran into many millions lof 
dollars since the AFL Internation-

Longshoremen's 
Association 
walked out eight days ago In a 
dispute over wages. Thousands of 
railroad, 
tug-boat and 
trucking 
workers have been made idle. 
The Port of Halifax was reopen- 


ed and the. 2,000 Longshoremen 
will handle all goods not consigned 
to United States ports. 
Earlier 
the Halifax Longshoremen's As- 
sociation said it 
would seal off 
Halifax from any more ships di- 
verted because of the strike. 
In San Francisco, negotiators in 
the Pacific Coast shipping tieup 
reported "progress is being made." 
The Waterfront Employers Asso- 
ciation and the CIO Longshore- 
men's Union reached a tentative 
agreement on the issue of hiring 
halls. The hiring halls will stay 
under union control. 
The AFL Screen Extras Guild in

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MYERS SUGGESTS CONGRESS TIMETABLE 


The end of an average session of the United States Con- 


gress finds the members working like so many dilatory 
students around final examination time. They do a lot 
of cramming to cover work that should have been done 
months before. 
And while they may get finished, their 


efforts at best are often ill-considered. 


For example, the last-minute haste of the 80th Congress 


may have helped to defeat the Rebublicans in this month's 
elections. 
In voting an llth-hour appropriation for the 


Commodity Credit Corporation, the OOP-controlled Con- 
gress failed to vote the CCC funds for additional storage 
for farm products. 


The farmers meanwhile had harvested bumper crops 


of grain. 
But this surplus harvest had to be stored in 


government-approved space in order to make it eligible 
for support prices. Congress didn't supply the space. The 
farmers stood to lose money, and the Democrats capitaliz- 
ed on this fact. That may be the big reason why the GOP 
lost that "safe" rural vote in Ohio, Illinois and Iowa. 
Without those states' 63 electoral votes Mr. Truman would 
not have had the required number to give him an undis- 
puted victory. 


Sen. Francis J. Myers of Pennsylvania, being a Demo- 


crat, probably is happy about the above incident. But he 
also knows that the embarrassing results of hasty leg- 
islation can work both ways. And he realizes that haste 
can be bad for the whole country. So, in the interest of 
safety and efficiency, he has proposed a mild remedy. 


He would put major legislation on a timetable basis. 


The majority leaders of both houses, the committee chair- 
men and ranking minority members of committees would 
meet early in each session and schedule legislation. This 
schedule would be reviewed each 30 days and, if necessary, 
revised. There would be "goal" dates for committee hear- 
ings, for full consideration of bills and for a vote on them. 


The Myers proposal would include all appropriation 


bills as well as other legislation. And it would strive to 
eliminate the evil of attaching irrelevant legislative riders 
to appropriations in the final rush. 


Since ideally, this plan would bring about some much- 


needed reforms, we should like to feel more encouraged 
about it than we do. But it will have to buck the oppo- 
sition of tradition, indifference and reluctance which has 
kept the recent congressional reorganization from working 
as well as it might and should. 


In addition, there are practical difficulties, as Mr. My- 


ers is aware. 
Unforeseen and urgent bills, investigation 


and presidential appointments could throw the timetable 
off schedule. And it is not likely that the Myers plan 
would move the Senate to surrender its cherished right 
to filibuster. 


Still, the idea might work some improvement. The leg- 


islative schedule, if adopted, should receive wide publicity. 
It could then became part of the Congress' record, and con- 
tribute a clearer history of various pieces of legislation. 
With the plan working even moderately well, the public 
would have a better idea of which members of Congress 
were dragging their feet, and why. 


TOWARD UNITY IN UNIFICATION 


Defense Secretary Forrestal has ordered the three arm- 


ed services to thrash out their differences on legislation in 
his office instead of running to Congress with them. That's 
a great idea if he can make it work, and should do a lot to 
bring more real unity into the unification program. 


But nothing in the Forrestal order prevents a con- 


gressional committee from subpoenaing an officer of any 


f th£ three branches to testify in favor of a pet theory 


which he shares with a committee member. 
We hope 


then, that Congress will go along with the excellent spirit 
of the secretary's decision and help to advance the idea that 
better national defense, not the promotion of one service, 
is the goal and purpose of unification. 


Some idea of how the deer pop-

15 States To 
Issue Single 
License Plate 


Washington, D. C.—Passenger 


car owners in fifteen states will 
US' only a single license plate nn 
their automobiles next year, ac- 
cording1 to the American Automo- 
bile Association's annual survey of 
state motor vehicle registration 
and license tags. 


The A. A. A. report, Just releas- 


ed, points out that seven years 
ago, in 1942, all states were issu- 
ing double license plates. But the 
war emergency and the 
accom- 


panying restrictions on the use of 
metals caused all but a handful 


of states to adopt the single lic- 
ense plate. Gradually the practice 
of issuing- two license platea is be- 
ing resumed. 


Also, as a hold-over from the 
war years, seven states will retain 
their 1947 or 1948 license plates, 
validating them for use 
during 


1949 with year date tabs. Five 
states now issue permanent type 
plates — Connect' it, 
Delaware, 


Maryland, Missouri and Wiscon- 
sin. The latter 
two 
states, in 


adopting the permanent plate sys- 
tem haVfe also abandoned the year- 
ly registration neric 
and 
now 


have a 
registration 
period of 


twelve months, but with plates ex- 
piring at the end of each month 
of the year. In these states the 
expiration date is indicated on the 
license plate itself. 


The A.A.A. noted that somber 


colors used during the war years 


are beinfi replaced with more vivid 


hues. The aluminum color, now 
being used instead- of white in a 
great many states, will appear 
next year with varying shades of 
green, red and blue. Other color- 
ful combinations 
include red-on- 
creara for Florida; canary yellow- 
on-royal blue for Illinois; blue-on- 
silver for Nevada; straw-on-black 
for New Jersey, and cream-on- 
blue for the Canal Zone. 


While more and more states are 


announcing their so-called "period 
ot grace" for securing the next 
year's automobile license plates in 
advance of the stated expiration 
date, nearly a dozen states last 
year granted last-minute exten- 
sions. Hence, careful checks should 
be made by enforcement officials 
in older to avoid false arrests for 
operation of vehicles on expired 
plates, the A..A.A. pointed out.
